CLAYTON'S FRIENDS CLAIM A MAJORITY. 


Bentley, the Supposed Murderer, Writes a 
‘Sample of Backhand. * 

LittLe Rock. Ark., May 6.— [Special. 0 
Bentley, the Conway County Deputy Sheriff, 
who is suspected of tne murder of Clayton, 
was recalled before the Congressional Com- 
mittee today. Chairman Lacey conducting 
the examination, asked the witness if he 
could write a backhand. Upon his reply tu 
the affirmative he was requested to write 
backhana a number of words which was de- 
signed to be used in comparison with certain 
letters of warning sent to John M. Clayton 
before he went to Plummerville. Bentley 
then wrote in the same style a letter, tbe 
original of which was sent to Marshall Price 
at Morriliton last June, threatening his 
life. and that ot Powell Clayton. 
It is claimed that the resemblance m tne 
writing is very striking. A Post-Office In- 
spector who traced the letter, reported it 
mailed at Morrillton June 1, 1889. D. H. Wo- 
mack and W. D. Allnutt, the two men who 
were in the room at the time Clayton was 
killed, were examined. Their testimony was 
in substance what has already been detailed. 
The revolver picked up near the house where 
Clayton was killed was exhibited to the com- 
mittee. Over 200 voters were examined as 
to how they voted. Forty-eight changes 
from Clayton to Breckinridge were shown, 
and Ciayton’s friends now claim to have a 
majority over Breckinridge by the evidence 
of 275 votes. 


DECLINES TO ACCEPT GOVERNMENT AID. 


Gov. Stone of Mississippi Thinks There Is 
No Lack of Supplies. 

Jackson, Miss., May 6.—Gov. Stone today 
received a message from J. M. Weston, Com- 
missary United States army, New Orleans, 
stating that he was in receipt of a telegram 
from Youakona, signed by responsible par- 
ties, calling for rauous for 2,000 people for 
thirty days, and that if they are not fur- 
nished thé laborers will leave, at a sacrifice 
of everything. 

Gov. Stone wired in reply that his informa- 
tion is that ali laborers can get supplies, but 
refuse to buy on account of relying upon the 
Government to support them. There is con- 
siderable pressure from certain quarters to 
induce tne Governor to accept the Govern- 
ment rations. 

’ Mayor Beck of Vicksburg called on him 
this afternoon for that purpose. He says 
that it would be much better to accept the 
rations, as there is need tor them in certain 
sections, and that the demoralization it was 
feared the acceptance would produce smong 
the negroes has already come, on account of 
‘Louisiana and Arkansas accepting the ra- 
tions, and, unless Mississippi does so, many 
of the negroes will leave. 


AN OLD BUT UNSUCC.SSFUL TRICK. 


Jennie Griffis Changes Clothe«c with Her 
Lover in Jail for Bigamy. 

Mroprrrowx, N. Y., May 6—Ernest V. 
Uttler, a prisoner in the jail here awaiting 
the action of the grand jury on a charge of 
bigamy in marrying Jennie Griffis, was the 
cause of considerable commotion among the 
jail officials last night. Uttler had a wife 
still living when be married Miss Griffis. 
Tne latter, accompanied by two men, ob- 
tained permission from Police Captain Gould 
to visit tbe prisoner. Jennie, who was heay- 
ily veiled, remained in the cell, while the 
others took their departure and with them 
Uttler clad in Jenuie's apparel. An officer 
on around of inspection an hour later dis- 
covered the woman in male attire.

the Fire—Heroiem of the Resoters. 

Loneur Pornte, Que., May 6i—A long line 
of Raunt towers. the blazing débris shining 
in the wild eyes of maniacs—that is all one 
now sees of the Longue Pointe Lunatic Asy- 
lum, located ten miles from Montreal, and 
which, with many lives, was today consumed | 
by flames. | 

The sights one witnessed before this tragic 
scene are such as can never be forgotten. 
Taking it all in ali, nothing could exceed the 
horror attending this terrible calamity, 
considering the number of the vic- 
tims, the terrible nature of their death, 
and the manner in which the helpless 
received their fate. What to the spectators 
Was a scene of horror was to the lunatics a 
moment of supreme glee, and in their delight 
they disportea themselves in the flames and 
waved their blazing lizabs in turbulent satis- 
faction at the ruin that was about them, and 
not until the walls tumbled over their heads 
were their maniacal screams silenced. 

There were incarcerted in Longue Pointe 


was a prison more than a hospital, ahd now 
not more than eleven hundred are accounced 
for; but Many escaped into the fields and the | 
Woods, and the dead are amongst the ashes. 
What the number of the dead is is 
purely a matter of conjecture and 
can never be ascertained, since no other 
record is kept than that in the asylum books 
and it is also destroyed. Taking into con- 
sideration the wuole of the evidence from 
the firemen, half-sane inmates, the sisters 
in charge, bystanders, and personal obscrva- 
tion it is a conservative estimate to say that 
fifty victims met their death, though 
some assert that the number is double that 
stated, ana others piace it below this figure. 

However, this fact remains that no such 
calamity has fallen upon the Province of 
Quebec since the earliest times. Ever since 
Quebec was a province its management 
of these most heipless of all creatures. 
has béen its shame. They have been 
farmed out to the nuns at $100 a head per 
year, and the sisters’ aim was to keep them 
as frugally as possible and with the least 
possible outlay for permanent works or re- 
pairs. While their urgent bodily wants 
were supplied no attempt was made at sys- 
tematic medical treatment, 

Sy @.curious coincidence the ‘only Protest- 
ant insane asylum in the province was in- 
augurated toaay by its new Superintendent. 
Hitherto patients of ail denominations 
were crowded together, and the Prot- 
estants, by personal solicitations, raised 
enough money to found an institution of 
their own, in which tneir own patients are 
being cared for. For years the Govern- 
ment has been urged to redeem its treatment 
of tne insafie, and last summer the Mother 
Superior, with a bodyguard, was sent abroad 
With due soiemnity to ascertain if anything 
could be learned from similar instituuons in 
Europe, but up to this morning she had evi- 
dentiy discovered nothing that woulda be of 
value to her in the care of those intrusted to 
her. | 
LOCATION OF THE ASYLUM. 

Ten miles below Montreal a point of land 
juts into the river. Here is the Village of 
Longue Pointe, and here was the famous 
lunatic asylum. Fifteen minutes before noon 
the ok Fire“ was given. Tue fre 
originated ma cupboard znd was the work 
of a patient. From the construction of the 
building there is doubt in some minds as 
to~ whether it was intended for an 
an asylum or a blast furnace; in any case it 
served the latter purpose admirably. It was 
constructed of brick and was 600 feet long, 
running back from the river half the distance. 
The main building occupied the center, and on 
each side extended four wings six stories in 
height. To the east were the men’s wards and 
to the west the women’s, making sixty in all. 
In the rear were the engine-house and laundry 
and store-rooms, all of which were saved. The 
tire started in the second ward on the wom- 
en’s side in the upper story, and as ventila- 
tion was carried on by a longitudinal shaft 
connected with the towers the flames soon 
ahpeared biazing up through the roof in the 
center of each tower. 

At five minutes of 12 a telegraphic message 
was received in Montreal saying that the 
asylum was on fire and imploring assistance. 
This could not be given without consulting 
Mayor Grenier, who was found at the 
Banque du Peuple, and he at once 
ordered engines to be dispatchea. One 
engine and two reels started on their 
ten · mile run and were quickly on the spot, 
but they might as well have remained at 
home, for in five minutes they exhausted the 
water supply. The only thing that could save 
tune building was the St. Lawrence River and 
it was half a mile distant. 

When the Associated Press reporter ar- 
rivea with the firemen the dome of one tower 
had just fallen and flames were bursting out 
everywhere. Streams of water were brougnt 
to bear on tne flames, and while they lasted 
some good was done, but that was for a very 
brief space, and then the horror of the situa- 
tion was revealed. 

As the heat increased statues fell from 
their niches to the ground and then the hab- 
itants prostrated themselves, crying aloud 
that the saints had deserted them indeed. 
Meantime the beds, furniture, and utensils 
ofevery description were being showered 
from the windows and a streamof ill-ciad 
men poured out of the eastern wing. 

MANIACS AT THE WINDOWS. 


Not a male patient was lost. Among the 
women it was different. The less hopeless 
cases were placed in the lower wards, and 
they were removed without difficulty, but 


from the upper wards, where the 
violent patients were secured, there 
came the wildest scams as they 


resisted the nuns who were beseeching them 
to make their escape. At the windows a 
maniac would be seen peering through the 
bars grinning and jabbering at tne bright 
flame that went up to the sky. As 
the heat became more intense she would 
grasp the bars and remain there until tne 
flames enveloped her. 

The inhabitants had come trom all parts 
round about, attracted by the biaze, and in 
an hour the little village was one surging 
mass of shouting, vociferating peopie, re- 
coupting the strange scenes they had beheld. 
When the firemen found they were pow- 
erless ta save the uilding tney 
turned their attention to the inmates 
and burétin the doors with axes.

The Government, being desirous of closing 
the St: Jean de Iberville Asylum and reliev- 
ing the Beauport Asylum a Quebec, which 
was overcrowded, came to an wWhderstanding 
with the Sisters of Providence with the view 
of establishing an asylum for idiots and for 
insane. The erection of the edifice was 
commenced the following year, and July 16, 
1875, this asylum received its first patients.

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT IN NEW YORK, 


The Bill to Abolish It Killed by the Sen- 
ate Committee.

THE HON. d F. CLARKSON PASSES AWAY. 


The Father of the Assistant Postmagter- 
General Died this Morning. 

Dune, Ia, May 7.—The Hon. C. F. 
Clarkson, father of Assistant Posimaster- 
General Clarkson and R. F. Clarkson of the 
State Register, died this morning at 12:15. He 
had been ili for several months and grew 
rapidly worse last night. 

He was born in Maine in 1810, removed to 
Indiana in 1820, and lived there until 1855, 
when he came to Iowa, settling in Grundy 
County. He was elected to the State Senate 
in 1868, and has been connected with tne 
newspaper business ever since his 17th year. 
For the last twenty years he has been agri- 
cultural editor of the State Register.

Michael Kehoe, one of Chicago’s oldest 
citizens, died Monday, in his Sith year, at bis 
residence, No. 466 Ashiand boulevard. Mr. 
Kehoe had been confined to his home for ten 
years from the effects of an accident. His 
mind, however, remained clear to the last. 
He was born Dec. 28, 1806, in the Parish of 
Cionmore, County Carlow, Ireland, and was 
married in Dublin to Miss Ellen Fiuerty, who 
survives him, aged 80 years. He came to 
America in 1836, reaching Chicago in April, 
1839. Mr. Kehoe took quite an active part in 
politics in those early days and was elected 
a member of the Common Council in 1846, 
but served one term only, having declined to 
accept the nomination for a second. After 
leaving the Council he accepted a position 
with the Board of Canal Trustees, with 
which he remained until 1862, when he re- 
signed his office. He then made a visit to his 
native land, since which time be had not 
been engaged in active business. He leaves 
three daughters—Miss Ellen Kehoe and Mrs. 
Gilbert Garraghan of this city, and Mrs. 
William Murphy of St. Louis.

The annual report of the City Labor Sta- 
tistigian, Jogeph Gruenhut, is in the hands 
of the printer.

there were no factory inspectors in the 
annexed districts, so the report is based upon 
the information gathered within the limits 
of the first twenty-four wards, with a popula- 
tion, according to the school census of 1888, 
of 802,651 inhabitants. The number of em- 
ployers, employés, and self-employed breada- 
winners is estimated at 287,000. Self-em- 
ployed female workers number about 1,500, 
being dressmakers who work in private 
bouses. Male workers who are employed on 
their own account are team-owners, cabmen, 
peddiers, tinker, grinders, repairers, etc. 
numbering about 10,000. The intellectual 
professions count * over 10,000, Government 
emvioyés about 7,500. The intellectual 
occupations are increasing in number. The 
distribution of family supplies and the serv- 
ice of custom work are carried on by about 
24,000 retail steres and shops. Of the large 
department stores a dozen employ 10,000 per- 
sous and about 1,000 smaller ones another 
10,000, among which the employment of fe- 
males and children is “ fearfuliy preponder- 
ating.“ Over 100,000 people are eagaged in 
the whole city in retail distribution and cus- 
tom work, or one to every eleven inhabitants, 
The number of small stores and shops of the 
middle class is not increasing in the same 
proportion as che population, while the de- 
partment stores in the business center are 
growing to immense magnitude. The small 
snopkeeper is simply the retailer for the 
larger manufacturer. In most trades handi- 
craft is almost entirely dispensed with. The 
working up of raw materia! into finished ar- 
ticles is performed with the aid of natural 
force¢.and machinery. 

Co6perative stores, says Mr. Gruenhut, 
have succeeded in Great Britain in reducing 
the cost of living; but our people is a mixture 
of many nationalities and has not risen to 
the occasion of supplementing our building 
societies and mutual begefit clubs witn the 
approved system of codperative distribution. 

About 3,000 mawufacturing firms employ 
125,000 persons. The statistician : predicts a 
great increase in manufactwories, owing to 
the favorable location of Chicago and the 
rapid settlement of the Northwest. Our 
wholesale trade in agricultural, mining, and 
manufactured products employs over 75,000 } 
men. The hotels empioy 5,000 persons. Over 
2,000 firms engaged in financial undertakings 
and landlordism,““ like banking, insurance, 
real estate, and other speculative invest- 
ments, make up 15,000 employers and em- 
Boye: The number of capitalists and land- 
lords who are not occupied in other active | 
business is on the increase. About 15,000 
men are employed in building and street im- 
provements during the building'season. 

Among the immigrant population two- 
thirds are of working age. About 5,000 fam- 
ilies of Scandinavians, Poles, and Bohemians 
get their support through women and girls 
who work for wholesale dealers in clotning 
and furnishing goods. In the factories where 
paper boxes, vioaks, shirts, overalls, gloves, 
chemicals, binding, knit goods, etc., are 
made thé proportion is one maie to ten te- 
males. Manufacturing establishments fur- 
nish steady work to more than 35,000 females, 
causing a great immigration of females from 
the country districts. : 

Transportation, wholesale trade, and man- 
ufacturing are almost exclusively in the 
hands of Americans and English; the retail 
trade and custom work are divided 
between Americans, Germans, Scandi- 
nevians, and other nationalities in 
their respective settiements.

Careless FProperty-Uwners Caught by a 
Cleverly-Worded Conrract. 

Now that the Ist of May has passed and 
the moving season is about over hundreds of 
owners of vacant houses, flats, and business 
offices have received postai-cards calling 
their attention to the fact and intimating 
that a renter could be secured for every va- 
cancy if the proper course were pursued. 
The cards are sent out by Cook, Meissler & 
Co., real-estate and loan agents, and the 
course they suggest 1s to place the renting of 
the property in their hands and they will 
give it the extra attention which can hardly 
fail to secure the desired tenants. Noowner 
of a rentable builaing de to see it re- 
matu unoccupied, and of arse the seduc- 
tive postals nave brought many responses. 
When the owner of the property calls at the 
office of the firm he is asked to sign the fol- 
low cubningly-devised contract: 

Cook, Meissler & Co.: Please rent for me the 
house ia —— [here the description and location 
of the house is inserted]. For your efforts in 
attempting to secure a nant for the same I 
will pay you the sum of $— and cost ot adver- 
tising.- | 

The form is hastily read over to the prop- 
erty-owners, who in most instances sign it 
without noticing that they are agreeing to 
pay the firm for merely attempting“ to 
rent the property. The bili for services is 
promptly sent in a few weeks later, whether 
the property nas been rented or not. If the 
signer of the contract Kicks suit is threat 
ened, and, as the amount is usually small, 
the Bill is paid to avoid trouble. The firm 
seems to be on the safe side of the law, as 
there is no law t prevent a man signing 
away his birthright if he is fool enough to 
do it, but itis strange that shrewa businesss- 
men who have accumulated property shouid 
de taken in by such a transparent trick. The 
City Directory says tne location of the office 
of Cook, Meissler & Co. is at Room 20, 155 
Washington street, but that room is now 
occupied by Edw A. Trask, whose ques- 
tion able real-estate methods heretofore have 
given him some notoriety. The contracts 
used by Coox, Meissier & Co. are the same

SAY THE SHAKES ARG WORTHLESS. 


Sule Against Daniel U. Tolman by Stock- 
holders in His Bank. 

Charges of misrepresentation by which he 
induced them to take stock in the Chicago 
Trust and Savings Bank are made 
by James H. Smith, ö 
Pattison, and Charles H. Wheeler 
against Daniel H. Tolman; the vank’s 
President. Two bills were filed by Smith, 
Pattison, and Wheeler against tne. bank and 
Tolman to cancel fifty shares of stock which 
Tolman induced them to buy for $125 
per share. The complainants say 
that the bank increased its capital 
stock in 1886 from $250,000 to 
$500,000. Tolman owned 1,240 out of 2,500 
shares when the capital was $250,000. The 
bank bad a surplus of $50,000 at tne time of 
the increase, and was dong a good 
business, but complainants say that 
not content with jue profits of tne 
bank Tolman conceived the plan of mak- 
ing large illegitimate gains for himself and 
the Olwer stockhoiders. In pursuadce of this 
pian, it is alleged, the $250,000 of stock heid 

y we sharehoiders was called in and two 
shares of the nominal $500,000 increase 
was given each holder for one share 
of the oid stock without any compensation 
whatever in order to represent the enffre 
Cupital of $500,000 as paid up and to give it a 
higu and fictitious value in che market. Tol- 
man had 2,480 out of 5,000 shares issued 
to himself as fully pad up, and it 
is charged that to deceive the - pub- 
lic de caused false and fictitious en- 
tries to be made in the bank’s books to show 
the existence of a capital of $500,000, woen 
as a matter ot fact ali che available assets of 
the bank did pot ex $300,000. The entry 
referred to was on tue credit side of the 
ledger and read “Subscription dividends 


000. 

the complaining purchasers charge that 
this was ano absolutely fictitious entry and 
represented water,“ and that the other 
directors and officers of the bank had notice 
of the fictitious entry and of the fact 
that the capital stock of the bank 
was represented to be $500,000 paid in. 
It is charged that atter the in- 


_crease of stock Tolman and other stockhola- 


ers negotiated a good many sales of stock, 
and through a series of false and fraudulent 
representations succeeded in disposing of 
the stock at a price considerably above even 
its face valve, at times reaching as high as 
$140 per share, and tbat Tolman and 
his confederates represented it as paid 
up gtock. To give ita fictiuous and salable 
value also the bank, by its directors aud ‘ol- 
man, itis said, paid quarterly dividenas of 
24¢ per cent for more than a year following 
the increase, and when they were de- 
clared tbe directors knew the bank 
was not justified in paying a. dividend, 
having a iiability of $500,000 on account of 
issued stock, while its assets were only 
$300,000, and that the dividends were de- 
clarea for the purpose of creating the im- 
pression that the nominal capital was fully 
paid up and the bank was fn a flourish- 
ing condition. The bills charge that after 
1.000 shares of stock had been dis- 
posed of for prices rang ne at from $125 to 
$140 per share the bank paid dividends only 
occasionally, and since the end of 1888 no 
dividend was declared or paid. 

The court is asked to set tne purchase of 
stock aside and to order Toiman and the 
bank to refund the $1,250, being tne 2 
per cent cash paid, and deliver 
up for cancellation the notes fer 
$5,000, and that the bank and Tolman may be

UNITARIANS iN CONVENTION, 


The Western Conferences Begin the Cele- 
bration of Anniversaries. 

The celebration of the Western Unitarian 
anniversaries was begun yesterday morning. 
The Western Unitarian Conference was heid 
in the Oakland M. E. Church. Langley avenue 
and Oakwood boulevard. The session was 
devoted to purely preliminary work and a 
sermon. . 

The Women’s Western Unitarian Confer- 
ence was held in All Souls’ Church, just 
across Langley avenue. There were present 


309 members and twenty-nine accredited del- 


egates from religious societies. The session 
opened with the annual address of the Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Victoria M. Richardson, Prince- 
ton.

In the afternoon delegates from Boston, 
New York, and St. Louis reported on the 
question of a National Alliance. This was ac- 
complished at the last Philadelphia confer- 
ence, but tne Western Conference withdrew 
because of the word Cheistian“ in tne title. 
Mrs. J. C. Learned of St. Louis stated the po- 
sition of the Western Conference, anc hoped 
wnat the two sections could be permanently 
united. Mrs. Judith Anderson of Boston ap- 
pealed for union.

This exception was made and incorporated 
in prohibitory legislauon for the reason that 
Congress alone has control over commerce 
with foreign nations, and as early as 1827 the 


‘Supreme Court denied the right of a State to 


exciude such imports or forbia their sale 
within its territory. The same doctrine ap- 
plies to imports from another State as from 
aforeign cougtry. The power of Congress 


over foreign and over inter-State commerce 


is derived from the same clause of the Con- 
stitution, and in this last decision the Su- 
preme Court has done notning more than say 
that the doctrine which applies to trafo with 
other nations covers also that between 
States. Inasmuch as the lowa Prohibition- 
ists have respected and reéognized the Su- 
preme Court decision as to liquor imported 
from abroad they should be able to see that 
the same principle applies when it comes 
from another State. 


DEARBORN PARK AND THE PUBLIC H- 
BRARY. 

The Council passed last week an ordinance 
turning over Dearborn Park to the Public 
Library Board for building purposes. The 
Mayor wanted to kill it, but did not have the 
nerve to veto it, and therefore sent to the 
Council aa opinion from somebody in the 
Law Department to the effect that if the 
proposed library building were erected the 
city might lose its right to the land. This 
scared the Aldermen and they undid their 


action and referred the subject to a commit- } 


tee, which, like most committees appointed 
to deal with important subjects, will not 
make a report for a year. 

It was probably a mistake, be the ordi- 
nance good or bad, that the Council did not 
stick by its action and let what law points 
there are be fought out at once in the courts. 
It is true that the decree that the title to the 
property was fn the city has been appealed 
to the Supreme Court, but that should not be 
pleaded as an excuse fordelay. The chances 
are more than ten to one that the action of 
the lower court will be sustained, and the 
city may safely proceed on that assumption 
without discourtesy and without danger. 

The finding of Judges Harlan and Blodgett 
was that the city; being one of the govern- 
mental agencies of the State, held the land 
in trust Jor the people of the State for public 


use. It is desirable to learn at the earliest 


possible moment how that land, which has 
long ceased to be a park, may be utilized for 
some other public use. No such use is sub- 
served by leaving it in its present condition. 
Ali will admit that the ordinance would have 
enabled the city to find out whatitcan and 
cannot do. As for the statement of some 
junior in the Law Department that if the 
city were to allow a building to be erected on 
the ground it would revert to the United 
States, the best lawyers hold no such posi- 
tion.. To their minds the United States 
stands on a different tooting from otner 
grantors, and after a piece of land has once 
unconditionally passed out of its hands it 
can never return to it. 

It is true that there are private easements 


in the Dearborn Park property which must 


be respected and of which the owners can- 
not be deprived without compensation. But 
the ordinance would have deprived none of 


them of his rights. It would merely have 


led to the exact ascertaining of them. It is 
possible that in order to get ria of the riguts 
of these abutting owners it may be necessary 
for the Legisiature to pass an act authorizing 
the city to condemn them. A discussion of 
the matter before the courts would have 
settled that point. 

The best thing the committee can do is to 
report back the ordinance, omitting perhaps 
the provision about the erection by tne 
Library Board of quarters for the ex-soldiers. 
That is clearly illegal. The State has given 
the soldiers the right to use a quarter of the 
block. Let the State law and the city ordi- 
nance be taken into court and the matter 
settled for good. 


A GRADUATED INCOME TAX. 

At the meeting of the State Grange, the F. 
M. B. A., and other agricultural organiza- 
tious at Springfield last week a platform was 
adopted which declared, aniong other things, 
that the farmers were in favor of a progres- 
sive income tax, but which omitted to say by 
whom the tax in question was to be imposed 
whether by the Nation, or the State, or 
county, and whether it was to bea new fis- 
cal burden or was to replace some other 
method of raising money. 

It is charitaBle to suppose that most of 
those who voted for the platform had no idea 
what a progressive income tax is or how it is 
to be imposed. Had they they would cer. 
tainly have stated whether they wanted it 
levied by the Federal Government for Na- 
tional purposes, by the State Government 
for State purposes, or by local goveraments 
for municipal purposes. 

Possibly the committee wanted the Na- 
tional Government to impose it, and some of 
them may have remembered that it raised 
money that way during the war. If so, 
they should have said so, and also what 
present tax they wanted it to take the place 
of—whether of the whisky and tobacco tax 
or of the customs duties. If they wanted to 
abolish the revenue from customs they should 
have said so. If they wanted to imitate the 
English method of raising money under free 
trade they shouid have said so. Of course it 
is not to be supposed that they want to add 
more taxes to those already imposed on the 
country. It cannot be that they expect a 
coming war, when the Government, as in 
1861-65, will need every cent it can raise. 

It the progressive income tax is to be Im- 
posed by the State for State purposes why 
notsay so? But that can hardly be what 
they meant, for the State taxes are not op- 


pressive. They are but a tenth—a dime on 


the doliar—of all the taxes paid in the State, 
and of that tenth the farmers do not pay 
overahaif. It is the township and school 
district taxes that weight heavy oa the 
farmer, and these taxes are imposed by them- 
selves. It is by lowering them that he will 
be most relieved. 

Nor can this new style of taxation be bes: 
troduced without an amendment to, the Con- 
stitution, which says “taxes must be uni- 
form as to persons and property.” It 
cannot even de resorted to for local pur- 
poses without an alteration of the funda- 
mental law of the State, and were it possi- 
bie to levy local taxes in this way it would 
not benefit the farmers because there would 
be so few large incomes in the rural dis- 
tricts. If the law taxeti all whose income ex- 
ceeded a thousand dollars a year there would 
be county after county which would be una- 
bie to raise scarcely any money in this way. 
The bulk ot all in the State would be 
in Cook County. 3

THE WEATHER AND THE CROPS. 

This country is experiencing a season of 
unusual irregularity in weather conditions. 
The winter was oue which for mildness has 
few paraliels in history, to say nothing of 
the memory of the oldest inhabitant. It 
permitted the fall grain to grow uninterrupt- 
ediy through what are normally the cold 
months, coaxed the buds to come out from 


neath their barky coverings at precocious 


dates, allowed the more Southern States to 
preserve a spring verdure through the win- 
ter, and further north made the ice crop an 


exceedingly scarce one. The spring has thus 
far been almost equally abnormal. Nominally 


we have had seven weeks of it; actually but 
two or three days. The frosts that visited 
usin the middle of March have come again, 
penetrating as far south as Cairo, after hav- 
ing sheeted tne Northwest with snow. 

The signal service predicted freezing tem- 
peratures last night for Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, Kansas, Nebraska, Western Missouri, 


and Southwestern Iowa. If this was veri- 


fied the result can scarcely be other than dis- 
astrous to a large extent to the crop of grow- 
ing winter wheat as well as to some other 
forms of vegetable life. The process from 
sprouting to maturity is now so far advanced 
that there is grave danger of complete fail- 
ure in case of present nipping off by frost, 
while less apprehension of immaturity be- 
cause of backwaraness is entertained by the 


experienced farmer, He küows that Dame 


Nature often makes amends for temporary 
delay, while she is inadequate to the repair 
of loss arising from real destruction.; 

There is room for a grain of comfort in the 
thought that past irregularity in the weather 
is no proof that the unfavorable conditions 
will continue. Every storm comes to an end 
some time, and dismal periods in other re- 
spects are sure to be succeeded by their con- 
trasts, which are all the more welcome be- 
cause of what had preceded them. For aught 
that is now known we may yet have a genial 
summer, followed by a pleasant autumn, bring- 
ing to the farmer and fruit-grower a fa r re- 
ward for their toil, and filling to the brim the 
horn of plenty, which has often ere this 
poured its contents over the people of the 
United States and still had left an abundant 
surplus to spare for the less favored denizens 
of the European hive. Evenif the unpleasant 
conditions now complained of should be per- 
petuated farther into this year than is agree- 
able the compensation is but delayed. There 
is no reason to believe in the permanent 
change of climate which has been talked of 
by some as traceable in the history of the 
Mississippi Valley. No cycle of calculable 
duration has yet been discovered for the 
weather in general any more than for the re- 
currence of showers. It is a well-ascertained 
scientific fact that seasons marked by un- 


usual cold or heat, moisture or dryness, 


cloudiness or sunshine, follow at irregular 
intervals, and that the average of one cent-

NOTWITHSTANDING prolonged and strenu- 
ous efforts the Western railroad Presidents 
have not been abie to organize a pool and it 
would seem that unless they meet with bet- 
ter success before long they would finally 
abandon the undertaking. The pool is the 
one thing ardently desired by railroad offi- 
cialis and stockholders, but with the fear of 
the inter-State act before them they have 
not succeeded in getting anything more ef- 
fective than agreements between .gentle- 
men which are spasmodic in their opera- 


tion or traffic arrangements which at best [ 


are not yespected more than half the time. 
The vital weakness if all such arrangements 
or understandings is that they continue in 
force only during the pleasure of the parties. 
The roads cannot put their earnings into 
a pool and divide the same in certain 
proportions without coming into direct con- 
flict with the Inter-State act, but they have 
sought toreach the same end by agreements 
to “maintain rates and suppress competi- 
tion in that manner. No way has been 
found, however, to compel a road to abide by 
its promise and mairtain rates when it is not 
getting a satisfactory share of the traffic. 
Schemes to divert freight have all proved 
failures> Despairing of the suppression of 
competition by traffic agreements or “under- 
standings between gentlemen“ the indica- 
tons are that managers and stockholders 
will put forth every effort to organize thor- 
Oughgoing railroad trusts by the purchase of 
parallel or competing lines and oring them 
under a consolidated ownership. Steady 
progress is being made in that direction and 
there is nothing jin the law to guard the pub- 
lic against that form of railroad monopoly. 


Tue Democratic leaders think that even if 
it were possible for Palmer to win he would 
be too old for the labors he would have to 
assume. Should the next Administration be 
Democratic a Senator from this State of the 
same faith would have to be a hustler and a 
worker to get for his constituents their share 
of office patronage. Gen. Paimer is now 
over 74. Before the end of histerm he would 
be between 80 and 90. Few are the men who 
at that far advanced age have the physical 
and mental strength for the hurly-burly of 
practical politics. Gladstones and John 
Quincy Adamses are rare, and there is noth- 
ing to show that Gen. Palmer belongs to that 
enduring breed. The younger Democrats 
think that now, when he has passed beyond 
the years of which the psalmist speaks, he 
should give up politics and turn to prayers 
and so live that when death comes to him he 
will be prepared to meet it. They think his 
soul is at this time too much taken up with 
caucuses and county conventions to allow of 
his making an edifying end. 


Tun junior Democratic statesmen have 


long been dutifully waiting for a chance at 


the Senatorship. They have fulfilled all 
their party duties. They have bled cash 
profusely for the cause.. They have never 
hesitated when it came to drawing their 
checks in the service of the party. They 
have long sowed that others might, reap. 
They prefer now to do a little farming on 
their own account, and who can blame 
them? Publicsympathy is with them, just: 
as with the Prince of Wales and all other 
expectant heirs whose fathers and mothers 
will persist in living a when they ought to 
be seeking the seclusion of agraveyard. But 
Democrats are a queer lot, and it may be 
that when the critical moment comes ana 
the State convention meets these young 
Democrats will step out of the way once 
moro and let the prize go towards the per- 
petual candidate of his party, who will be 
sure to lose it.

His Letter of Wisdom and Advice to the 
British Workman. 

LONDON, May. .- Mr. Gladstone’s article, 
written lor the British workman, in Lipyd’s 
News, had an immense sale today. Mr. Glad- 
stone makes the following reference to the 


United States: 

There may come atime when labor shall be too 
strong for capital and may be disposed to use its 
strength unjustly. I conceive that in our re- 
cent history the judgment of the masses has uvon 
the whole been more generous and just than 
ment ofthe leisure classes. et it not 
bs hastily inferred that if the fact be so the 
meaning of it is that they have an in- 
trinsic and indefectible moral superiority. It 
means rather that for them the organization of 
life and thought is simpler and their temptations 
to pride, greed, ang selfishness greatly less. 
Were the despotic relation in which employers 
once stood to laborers to be inverted. and were 
labérers once to obtain an uncontrolled com- 
mand, then, indeed, while their material condi- 
mon might be higher, they would be subject to a 
strain or mo trial such as they have never 
yet been called upon to undergo, and such as 
only the strong restraints of the Gospel could, 
in my judgment, enable them successfully to 
encounter. 

But such a contingency, though it may be 
possible, is indefinitely remote. It is most un- 
likely to arise, and the experience of the United 
States, which has gone nearest to trying the 
question, will bear witness to that in all 
likelihood, for there public right has been 
developed to the uttermost by the ac- 
tion of public law and by the tone of manners. 
Yet capital must surely hold its own, since it 

ws in that country more rapidly than ever. 

e imperial citizen, then, has only to bid labor- 
ers godspeed ana heartily to wish that by their 
high standard of conduct in their wise choice of 
call and their equal and liberal respect for 
rig ofall men, or rather all human beings, 
they may be enabled progressively to consolidate 
the positior they have gained and, so far as jus- 
tice may recommend, to improve it. 

The ultimate power resides in the hands of 
those who constitute our democracy, and yet our 
institutions are not democratic. Their basis, is 
popular, but upon that basis is built a hie- 
rarchy of classes and of establishments savor- 
ing in part of feudal times and principles, 
and this not in despite of a democratic majority, 
but on the whole with their assent. I do not 
know whether history or whether the present 
face of the world presents a similar case of the 
old resting on the new, of non-popular institu- 
tions sustained by popular free will.

$10,000,000 of Peper that he had handled 
since Jan. this year but 262.000 
had gone OS. a little over 2½ per cent.

The local stock market was not notably active, 
though prices were firm. re did not seem to 
be many buying orders. The market is in a sensi- 
tive condition and any important news affecting 
the le stocks would likely make important 
changes in the quotations for the whole list 
either up or down according to the character of 
the news. It is not unlikely that a reaction 
would please many of the insiders who believe 
in a much higher market ultimately but who want 
an opportunity to get more stock at lower prices.

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MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were less irregu- 
lar yesterday, and a little less active, but far 
from being quiet. They were still unsettled, but 
within a narrower range of prices. In the grain 
pits the weather seemed to be the controlling in- 
fluence, and the operations of local men were 

chiefly based on their ideas of what the effect of 
current low temperatures is likely to be on the 
yield of grain later in this year. 

They say St. Louis is buymg up a large part of 
what is left of the corn crop of last year. 
Whether the action be based on a belief that the 
next crop will be a poor one, or that the latest 
one has been much more closely used_up than is 
generally supposed, is not known. But the et- 

ect is the same, It is reported that farmers in 

Nebraska and further south are slow sellers of 
corn at the present time and likely to be so while 
low temperatures prevail. 

The wheat men are also beginning to be 
alarmed over the propect for next harvest in the 
winter wheat sections. The mercury was dows 
to tne freezing point at many places in Missouri 
Monday night, and a frost wave was expected 
to Visit Iowa, Illinois, and Indiana 
last night. Of course it is kaown 
that a frost now would do vastly more harm than 
one a month ago could accomplish, as it would 
catch the grain in a more advanced stage of 
growth and cut it down when too late to spring 
up again from the old 

A weil-known Minneapolis man is quoted as 
saying that the wheat situation in the Northwest 
is a critical one. It must have an enormous rain- 
fall to insure a good crop. The dryness of the 
soil isso extreme that a little moisture can do 
scarcely any good. To a depth of ten feet below 
the surface the ground is mere dust. ahd a 
sprinkling is absorbed so quickly that there is no 
sign of toy visas a short time after it has ceased 
to rain. 

A cable to Jones-Kennett says it is officially 
estimated that the wheat crop of India this year 
is W per cent short. This is in accord with sev- 
eral previous statements, but they had not the 
force of what was called by Josephine in “ Pina- 
fore an official’’ assurance. 

Aman in the flour trade remarks: “ A year ago 
wheat was 150 per bu less than it is selling at 
now,and spring patent flours readily sold at 
$5.85. At present it is difficult to obtatn for them 
more than 66.00 in barrels or $4.70 in sacks. And 
the quality is just as good.” As there has been 
no material cheapening in the cost of manufact- 
ure it would seem that millers were realizing a 
large proiit a year ago or an extremely small one 
now. 

Another bucket-shop system was reported to 
have gone under, and some thought this was in 
part the cause of tne local strength in wheat, as 
the collapse recessitated bu ying in against some 
short sales on that account.
